To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We believe the statements in the 
April 3 letter by Mr. J. P. Hardt are 
either misleading or incorrect. Any- 
one wishing to read H. B. 424 will 
find that the prime function of the 
commission shall be to protect prop- 
erty and welfare of the public with 
regard to service and maintenance 
of radio and television equipment 
and to eliminate incompetent and 
unscrupulous televiston operators. 
No attempt is being made by this 
bill to legislate law-abiding firms 
out of business. 

Nothing inthe bill prohibits check- 
ing and replacing your own tubes, 
wiring your own hi-fi equipment, in- 
stalling your own TV antenna, or 
maintaining amateur radio equip- 
ment, (Incidentally, the Federal Gov- 
ernment requires a license to oper- 
ate or repair amateur radio equip- 
ment.) 

The’St. Louis Better Business Bu- 
reau has indicated that complaints 
on service abuses are increasing in 
the Greater St. Louis area. The 
Befter Business Bureau can only 
warn. It has no punitive or legal 
power and under existing laws the 
courts are practically powerless. An 
electronic commission is needed to 
protect the public from unscrupulous 
opérators. This commission would 
be self-sustaining and no burden on 
the state.

Where to Appeal 


President Eisenhower has appealed to Con- 
gress to approve membership of the ‘United 
States in the Organization for Trade Co-opera- 
tion. The OTC is the administrative agency 
for the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
under which the United States and other free 
nations agreed to reduce tariffs and other trade 
barriers reciprocally. As we believe more trade 
and lower tariffs to be desirable, so we believe 
the President is entirely right in recommending 
favorable action on OTC by Congress. 

But if President Eisenhower does no more 
than recommend, there will be no affiliation. 
He recommended OTC approval in 1955 and 
again in 1956, but the bill never pagsed the 
House. It is, unfortunately, a victim of bi- 
partisan protectionist maneuvering. 

The strongest opposition to OTC comes from 
protectionist members of President Eisenhower's 
own party. That was shown by the vote in the 
House Ways and Means Committee, when six 
of the seven “No” votes were cast by Repub- 
licans, and by a poll of House members last 
year which showed overwhelming opposition 
to OTC, 

+ ° * 

But there is also strong opposition among 
Southern Democrats, reflecting the growing pro- 
tectionism which has accompanied industrializa- 
tion of their region. And so Speaker Rayburn 
and other Southern leaders are in no mood to 
press the OTC bill. This year, as last year, 
they are saying that there is no need to bring 
the bill to a vote, as Republican opposition 
would kill it. Thus the Democrats can carry 
water for their own protectionists while putting 
all the blame for OTC inaction on the Repub- 
lican protectionists. | 

What is needed here ought to be plain to the 
White House. It is Republican votes that are 
needed—enough Republican votes to deprive the 
Democratic leadership of any excuse for inac- 
tion. Insftad of making generalized appeals to 
Congress as a whole, the President needs to 
exert positive leadership within his own party, 
which so often gives him niggardly support in 
such matters as international trade. 

+. « - 

In this connection, it is instructive to 
consider a vote that came up in the Senate 
earlier this week. The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion had asked Congress to grant it authority to 
trade with Soviet satellites from our crop sur- 
pluses for their strategic materials. Senate 
Republican Leader Knowland introduced an 
amendment to defeat the President's request 
and led the fight against the White House posi- 
tion, which is that satellites may be split away 
from the Iron Curtain domain by trade with 
the West. 

The Knowland amendment to retain the pres- 
ent ban against barter deals was finally de- 
feated 54 to 23, and the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s proposal then passed the Senate. Thus 
the White House won, but how it won is a vital 
part of the story. Here is the division by par- 
ties on the Knowland amendment:

Thus a majority of the Republican Senators 
voting on the Knowland amendment opposed 
the President, while the Democrats supported 
him by the overwhelming ratio of 17 to 1!

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To Improve the School Board 

The results of Tuesday's election in St. Louls 
highlight one of the community's most serious 
problems of self-government—how to improve 
the quality of the Board of Education. 

-In the municipal election the people gave 
Mayor Tucker an amazing 77 per cent of the 
total vote. Clearly they demanded a continua- 
tion of the good government they have enjoyed 
in City Hall over the last four years. 

Yet in the school election on the same day 
and on the same ballot, the best qualified can- 
didate—the only one with a real record of serv- 
ice to the school system—ran eighth in a field 
of nine. The four seats that were at stake 
went to a slate supported by the same combina- 


tion of ward committeemen of both parties and ° 


union business agents that has opposed Mayor 
Tucker in virtually every matter of municipal 
reform. 

What happened? 

Two answers suggest themselves. First are 
the mechanics of the election itself. School 
candidates run as nonpartisans—that is, without 
party labels. This encourages deals between 
the politicians of both parties. By covertly 
combining and concentrating their strength 
the ward professionals thereby exert tremen- 
dous pressure. Moreover, the parties need bear 
no responsibility for the subsequent perform- 
ance of those so elected. 

A second reason is the widespread tendency 
to consider the school election a minor affair. 
It is not. The school system on the basis of its 
budget is the second largest unit of local gov- 
ernment in this entire metropolitan area, More- 
over, the schools and the municipal government 
are supported from the same tax base. What 
is gained at city hall through efficiency and 
economy can be dissipated by waste and stu- 
pidity by the School Board. 

Years ago places on the School Board were 
eagerly sought by men of first rank—men 
motivated by a sincere desire to perform an 
essential public service. The school system 
was not then considered in a vacuum, but as an 
important unit of local government whose well- 
being was essential to community progress. It 
is not too soon to begin laying plans for 1959 
when a start can be made toward lifting the 
Board to the level of the Mayor's office.

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The Voters Must Know 


The managing editors of the newspapers of 
America are not in the habit of telling the Gov- 
ernment what to do. Yet they have been pro- 
testing to Washington for a long time that too 
much important information is being kept secret 
in the name of national security. 


The managing editors agree that some mat- 
ters—military plans, for example—should not be 
published. But in trying to carry out their obli- 
gation of printing the news, they have come to 
the conclusion that much is being covered up 
with no more rhyme or reason than some bu- 
reaucrat’s feeling that “what they don’t know 
can’t hurt me.” 


But the latest appeal of the newspapermen 
has been turned down by Gerald D. Morgan, 
special counsel to Mr. Eisenhower, with the 
comment that the President’s 1953 directive on 
secrecy standards gives “the minimum protec- 
tion necessary to the defense interests of the 
nation.” 

One editor, however, declares that he doubts 
if Mr. Eisenhower has been told “all the facts in 
this very grave matter concerning the vital in- 
terests of the American people.” And another 
asserts that so long as the Administration “is 
unwilling to issue a clarifying directive,” the 
matter will be ‘a continuing topic of discussion, 
editorialization and public debate.” And so it 
must be. 

This is not so much a matter of getting news 
to fill the columns of the press as it is the vital 
business of providing the information essential 
to intelligent voting. Democracy cannot survive 
indefinitely if the electorate is uninformed.

The Obdurate Archbisho 


Archbishop Makarios, whose exile was lifted 
by London recently, is approaching the knotty 
problem of Cyprus in a manner that can bring 
hope to’ no one who views the situation ob- 
jectively. 

The British have told the Archbishop that 
when he departs from the Seychelles islands 
next week he can go any place in the world ex- 
cept back to Cyprus. He insists that he must 
‘be allowed to go back to the island where a pall 
engendered by two years of guerrilla warfare, 
rioting and general hostility among British 
troops, Greeks and Turks is still not cleared 
away. 

The talks that the British, the United Nations 
and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
countries are anxious to see begin should be 
held as soon as possible. But Archbishop Ma- 
karios insists he will not negotiate until he can 
return to Cyprus. Furthermore, he says that 
the Turkish minority may not partigipate in the 
negotiations. 

: The Greeks on the island number 400,000 but 
the Turkish minority numbers almost 100,000. 
Certainly such a sizable minority is entitled to

That Million-Dollar ‘Defense Fund’ 


It is preposterous that the Teamsters’ union 
should have been asked to pay for a publicity 
campaign, costing perhaps as much as $1,000,000, 
in defense of its president, Dave Beck. The 
major charge against Dave Beck at this time is 
that he “borrowed” hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of the union's money. So, if anything, 
the organization might be expected to press 
charges against him instead of considering a 
much smaller fund for defense publicity. 

It is clear that this would be the preference 
of the honest, dues-paying members if they had 
a voice in the matter. But for long the voice 
of the average member, when it reached the 
top level of Teamster officialdom, was a whisper 
less disturbing than the traffic noises beyond 
draped windows. As likely as not, it was ac- 
knowledged only by a warning to “mind your 
own business.” 

Men like James R. Hoffa carved out princl- 
palities which gave them the feeling of being 
above such nuisances, It is no secret that they 
came to feel themselves stronger even than 
Beck. They might regard the McClellan inves- 


tigation as an occasion for pushing the king out ° 


of the castle. Yet they are perceptive enough 
to realize that one scapegoat is not likely to 
get them out of trouble. They know that the 
story is being continued. 

In their uneasiness may be the opportunity 
for a reform movement, based perhaps on the 
best-run Teamster locals. The bosses may still 
have the power of collusive job-control and of 
downright terror. But they are likely to be 
careful about “getting tough” just now. So if 
they have not succeeded in suppressing all 
imaginative leadership, this may be its chance 
to come to the defense of the union. 
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Mistake at Big Bend 

Reserving a portion of federally-generated 
hydroelectricity, by law, for. use in the State 
where it was produced, would be a dubious poli- 
cy. But it is provided for in the omnibus rivers 
‘and harbors bill as it applies to the Big Bend 
project on the Misséuri River in South Dakota. 

There is already too much narrow provincial- 
ism toward water uses generally. We shall never 
make the most of this important natural re- 
source unless we can be secondarily South Da- 
kotans, or Down Easterners, or Southerners, and 
be primarily Americans. To extend provincial- 
ism to hydropower would be folly, inviting imi- 
tation and retaliation without end. 

Electric power produced at federal river-con- 
trol projects should be utilized with one purpose 
in.mind and pne only; The most good for the 
most people. We commend to the proponents of 
the Big Bend reservation law the inscription 
that stands on the dams of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority.

What a change! Now newspapers 
seem to compete with each other to 
see how far the members of their staffs 
can go in helping run things. But 
I am fundamentalist enough to believe 
that, so far as possible, a newspaper 
man should stick to his knitting and 
avoid all entangling alliances. 

This injunction even applies to pub- 
lishers of newspapers. In my opinion 
they aré better off to keep out of oil 
and real estate and the stock marfet 
and all such didoes and stick to their 
main business, .which is getting out 
good newspapers, 

The decline in editorial writing on 
the smaller papers of the United States 
is tragic. Many country papers have 
gone so far as to have ho editorials 
at all. On other papers—in good-sized 
cities, at that—the editorial writers 
appear to exercise the most consum- 
mate ingenuity to avoid saying any- 
thing at all. 

The New York papers have declined 
comsiderably, or so it seems to me. 
Someone asked this morning what I 
thought of the editorial page of The 
New York Times. I consider it very 
good—and if you are strong enough to 
lift it, and have the patience to wade 
through it, you will rewarded and 
your life probably will be enriched. 

Two of the best editorial pages In the 
country, for my tastes, are those of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the Chicago 
Tribune—papers of very different pol- 
icy and outlook, and with both of whom 
I am in frequent disagreement. I am 
speaking professionally. They are good 
pages because they look good, they 
have a striking variety of material, and 
there is seldom any doubt as to what 
they are trying to say.

Our preoccupation, I’m afraid, has 
been with technique rather than with 
function, The result has been a migra- 
tion into competitive media, 

Qur journals today look more like 
each other than they ever did. Con- 
formity seems to be a phase of mod- 
ern civilization. Drop a man blind- 
folded in the middle of St. Louis, Min- 
neapolis, Houston or almost any Amer: 
ican city, let him ane his eyes and 
it is doubtful he could tell you where 
he was, The neon signs, traffic con- 
trols, the store fronts and all the other 
appurtenances of urban life are monot- 
onously identical. With rare excep- 
tions newspapers; minus their mast- 
heads, would be just as difficult to 
distinguish, the one from the other. 

‘It was a year and a half ago that 
Robert M. Hutchins shocked the Amere 
ican Society of Newspaper Editors when 
he said: “It may turn out that reading 
is an anachronism.” Perhaps Mr, 
Hutchins merely had a whimsical mo- 
ment—but I wonder. 

I want to see newspapers more con- 
cerned with content than with the cir- 
culation figure and the rate card. 

I would like to see newspapers so 
demanding of their recruits with regard 
to education, apprenticeship and reg- 
imen that only men of dedicated fiber 
could aspire to journalistic service. 

I would like to see a newspaper lead 
the people who need leadership for it 
will also be a paper for those fewer 
people who are capable of leadership. 

I would like to see a return, not of 
the power of the press but the influence 
of the press,

Even where there is free expression— 
and unhappily only a few countries in 
our hemisphere have it—there are still 
ignorant people who believe that free- 
dom is dangerous. Those who fear 
freedom are also freedom’s enemies. 
The. dictators raise their tragic throne 
on the fears of the ignorant and the 
indecisive. 

The measure of a country’s freedom 
can be told immediately by looking 
at its press. Envision the map of the 
world: You will see great newspapers 
only where there is the greatest lib- 
erty. I call great not just the news- 
papers which have achieved economic 
trength, but all those honest news- 
papers which ably serve their commu- 
nities and show moral force. 

There are governments in the. Amer- 
icas that do not deny liberty—they 
merely do not understand it, 

Journalism is born in freedom and 
it fights for liberty. This double char- 
acteristic is common to independent 
newspapers and newspaper men in all 
the world. There is a fraternal feel- 
ing among newsmen which is universal. 
It amounts to a brotherhood of free- 
dom. It unites us despite frontiers, in 
good times and bad.

If T owned a newspaper, I know what 
my platform would be. Suppose the 
town was Middleville and the paper 
was the Gazette.

It’s 
easy to paste in a publishfer’s hat, also 
easy to paste in a managing editor's 
hat. But in simple terms understand- 
able to any reader it states an all- 
impoxztant objective, with vast implica- 
tions. ~And it is the responsibility of 
the newspaper to’ the community it 
serves. If it is notthe newspaper's re- 
sponsibility, whose "yesponsibility is it? 


All through our, néwspaper careers 
we have heard a tot about “freedom 
ofthe. press.” In recent years the. Amer- 
ican Society. of Newspaper Editors hit 
upon “an easily understood definition, 


It is that freedom of the press is 
simply the right of the people to know. 


A newspaper should tell the peo- 
ple what the Government is do- 
ing. It should tell the Government 
what the people arte doing and saying 
and thinking. It should tell each sec- 
tion of the population what the other 
sections are doing. 


These, of course, are essential func- 
tions. Unless they are well discharged, 
the newspaper will not have enough 
cash in the till to realize its possibil- 
ities for becoming, something more 
than a “common cafrier of néws,” But 
it is in the light of these possibilities, 
and not in the light of mechanical 
equipment, size of issue, or volume of 
circulation that newspapers should be 
judged. As well judge a man.by the 
state of his physical health, the cut of 
his: clothes and the house he lives in.
